The Word is here changed by Danie! from a Verb 
ino a Participle for the regularity of the Syntax, 
the two other Words beirg both Participles. For 
the Inicription upon the Wall is to be hiteraily In- 
terprered , Numerarus, numeratus eft, trutinatus, 
 divident evr, inftead of which Danijel {ays divi- 
ju and fo the Conftru@ticn appears more regu. 
ar. 


Q. Gentlemen, I have often thought that it woud 
¢ bghy worth toe Labour and Expence to join the 
Mediterranean and Red Sra (they being feparated 
only ty a {mall Vithunius) confidering the vast Profit 
it wou'd bring to Egypt, Zangueber, Arabia and 
ether adjacent Nations, and the mighty Advancement 
of our Eaft-India Trade thereby, Some indeed doubt 
whether the thing pradicabie, being apprebenfive of 
an Inuundation upon tie adjacent Countyies, efpectally 
Egypr, which all egree to be very low and jiu. But 
cannot contcive buw there can be any danger of thn, 
if (as yu fay in one of your Papers ) the Sza 4 every 
where of an equal Height, I defire therefore yout 
Thoug b+; upon thw Subject the first Ogportiuns'y. 


A. Our Affection, that che Sea is every 
Where of an equa! Height, is true only with re- 


gard to the natural Confturion of Water, by which 
it is of a Spherical Superficies, having for its Cen- 
ter the Center of the Earth. But this does not 
hinder, but that there may be fome external 
Caufes which may deftroy this Spherical Figure. 
For im Fact, ic. is certain chat the Tide hinders the 
Ocean from having all its Parts cqually diftanc 
from the Center, but on the contrary diaws the 
Terraqueots Globe into the form of an oblong 
Spheroid, which is alfo perpecuaily varying its 
form according to the Mation and Poation of che 
Luminaries. And again, upon fupp: fition of the 
Revolution of the Earth abour its Ax s. Mathemati- 
cians demononftrate that the Water will pur ona Fi- 
gure different from this orher, which is that of an 
oblate Spheroid,. of which the greareft Diameter 
will be that of the Equator; and confequently the 
Ocean muft be higher at the Equator than at the 
Poles. But néither of thefe Reatuns need be any 
hinderance to the atternpt here menrioned. . The 
great doubr is whether the Mediterranean Sea is 
not lower than either the At/antic or Indian Ocean, 
by Reafon of the perpetual Flux which is obfery- 
ed of the Atlantic into the Mediterranean, at the 
Stre'ghts of Gibraltar. For tho’ at the Srreighrs 
the differences may be but f{ina!l, yet confidering 
the Jength of this great Bay, and how the Water 
may be repelled and its Influx leffen'’d by the Im- 
pediments of many Rocks, Iflands and Promonto- 
fies, tis not improbable that the extream Parts o 
the Mediterranean, towards Egypt and Afia Minor, 
rnay be lower than the Ocean. If what fome 
Writers report of Daius and Sef firs be true, we 
are not to doubt of this Inequality of Height. 
For thofe Kings aiempting to dig a Canal le- 
rween the Red Sea and the N./c, and fo caule this 
Communication with the Medic anean, defifted 
upon Information by Perfons of Ski], that the Red 
Sea was higher than the Inner Egype, and conte. 
quently than the Mediseranean, becaufe the Nile 
flows inca it. The fame Thirty has béen actémpr-

ed in latrer Times by the Sultans of Egyp: acd 
Emperors of the Turks, but for the fame Reatons 
they alfo defifted. But granting thar, a Canal be- 
ing dug from the Red Sea, the Indian Ocean 
wou’d fend in abundauce of Water into the Medi- 
terranian, itis very juftly Queftioned by Vareni. 
us, whether the above mentioned Countries wou'd 
fuffer any Injury thereby, confidering that if the 
Indian Ocean fent in more through that Canal, the 
Atlantic wou'd perhaps fend in lefs through the 
Streights ; becaufe the Height of the <Arlantic 
woud be leffen’d, if the Motion were from the 
Indian Ocean into the Mediterranean, Therefore 
the fame Author is of Opinion, thac thofe Princes 

ave Over this Actempr rather for Political than 
Riarural Reafons. The Charge and Trouble of 
the Work woud have been very great ; for that 
Ifthmus, where it is narroweft, is i6o Miles broad, 
and the Grovnd it telf rocky and uneven. Befides 
they might be affraid that the Chriftions being very 
powertui at Sea, wou'd not only reap more ad- 
vantage by their Commerce and Navigation this 
way, than the Tw kh Dominions ; but alio make 
themfelves Matters of that Canai and the adjacent 
Countries, together with Medina, and the Sepul- 
cher of their Prophet Mahamee,

HE Letters from the Hague, December the 
sth. Advife, That the feveral Provinces of 


this Goverment having given their Confenr 

to forbid the Importation of certain Commodities 
from the Baltick Sea, and to oblige all Ships com. 
ing from thofe Parts to make their Quarantain, to 
prevent the {preading of thc Infe@tion from thence 
the States Geaeral have Publithed a Placard accor- 
dingly ; That the Dutch Fleet from Mufcovy is ar- 
rived fafe acthe Texel; Thet the French Kings 
Edict, which has been talked of here for fome 
time, is at laft come out, prohibiting the Subjects 
of this Country to Trade any more with France, 
and ordering that no Pafports fhall be given tothe 
Dutch Ships for the Future ; That Particular Let- 
ters from France affure us, that his Catholick Ma- 
jefty’s Army keeps very exaét Difcipline in their 
Quarters in Caftile, that the People at. Madrid fol- 
low 








low their Bufinefs.as ufual, withont any Mollefta- 
tion; and that neither Chnrches ncr Houfes have 
been rifled there, as the Enemy have Sugpefted ; 
Tharthe City of Toledo 1s look’d upan to be well 
Fortified already, that it would not be practicable 
for the Duke cf Anjou to drive the Allies our of 
Caftiile, were his Army better and ftrorger than 
ic is ac Prefent; Theif the Duka of Noailles ts 
difappointed ia his Project, there is no donb but 
that King Charles will have ume to eftablith him- 
(elf, and waic for the §uccours which are fending 
ro him; That rhe Court of France, among their 
feveral Projeéts for raifing Money, have gor an 
Operator, who-has undertake to make Gold; he 
has been introduced to the King, and is now at 
Woik to porictin the large Promufes he has made.
